of prominent Canadians on the subject. Even Mr. 
Beatty. President of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, who naturally is especially interested in 
the movement of peoples, hat plainly declared that 
this is not the time for talk about immigration to 
Canada. In the House of Commons at Ottawa re¬ 
cently, moreover, Hon. Wesley Cordon, Minister of 
Immigration, voiced a similar view with perhaps more 
emphasis. 

What some well-intentioned gentlemen in Britain 
seem to think is that the Dominions ought to 
be ready and willing to uke a large part of Britain’s 
idle army to assist "in a great imperial pokey which 
will provide the solution of some of our greatest 
problems.” If there were work enough to go round — 
we are speaking only of Canada—the scheme of this 
Settlement Research Committee probably would be 
worth while, although it would seem that the migra¬ 
tion businesa is thoroughly well understood by Can¬ 
adians—that Sir Henry Page Croft, svell-intentioned 
as he obviously is, can not tell us much new about it.

our democratic political intliluliont. It ought to be 
possible to clfcct such alterations in the proposed legis¬ 
lation as will both preserve the supremacy of the 
Legislature and at the same time give to the govern¬ 
ment machinery for dealing with such emergencies as 
might arise between the sessions of the House. For 
example, if the government were a committee of 
archangels we would still object to the delegation to 
it by the Legislature of the power to pass any ordi¬ 
nance affecting civil rights and property it may de¬ 
sire, and to impose punishment by fine, imprisonment, 
or other penalty, for violating any regulation it may 
a«t fit to designate for the enforcement of its degrees 
—a power which aince the very beginning of rep¬ 
resentative government has reposed within the elected 
representatives of parliament. This has been the 
fighting-ground of Liberalism against Toryism for 
centuries. 

The Times, in common with general Liberal 
thought throughout Canada, criticized what it re¬ 
garded as Mr. Bsnnett's subordination of Parliament 
ia securing power to spend money by blank cheque, 
yet the Canadian Prime Minister specifically declared 
that his purpose was to deal with the unemployment 
question. It also has objected to the delegation to 
the government of special powers to vary customs 
duties, although again ■ specific purpose was given 
for the change of procedure. In the present provincial 
ease far wider powers at the expense of the Legislature 
are sought, and unless specific reasons are given for 
this delegation of authority it is difficult to see what 
justification there ii for h. Undoubtedly, the gov¬ 
ernment should be clothed with special powers to deal 
with special situations during the interim between the 
sessions of the Legislature, but this esn be done by 
legislation of a more definite and restrictive character, 
which will remove all doubt of the legality of the 
m e asure and safeguard the rights end r e sponsi bilities

When arbitrary 
powers are assumed by one government, even with 
the best of intentions and without any definite inten¬ 
tion of exercising them, sooner or later they will be 
assumed by other governments which, with or without 
the best of intentions, may exercise them. It is within 
tha bounds of probability that within a few years we 
may have an administration, backed by a big majority 
in the Legislature, w-hich, with this precedent before 
it. may demand and put into force aimilar sweeping 
powers of an apli-dcmocratic nature. 

Liberal and Conservative voters in the province 
united in putting the present government in office 
largely because they feared a socialist dictatorship 
which, in particular, might nullify representative gov¬ 
ernment and civil and property rights. The principle 
involved in this prospect is the same no matter who 
it in office. The safe course to pursue is to preserve 
within the Special Powers Act the supremacy of the 
Legislature in respect of the responsibilities imposed 
upon it by the British North America Act, eapecially 
m regard to the vital safeguard! surrounding the civil 
and property rights of the people. 


Two points in'this programme stand out. One 
ia that II Duce » hardly likely to be doing the job 
of governing Italy after the saty-five-year programme 
has had its trial. The other is that the genius Mar¬ 
coni must have indulged in a dy smile as he listened 
to the twentieth century Caesar. 

Unquestionably. Italy, whose people of Latin 
temperament are comparatively easily led, has profited 
in many respects during the years following the famous 
march on Rome. 

At the same time, however, there are more than 
• million unemployed in that country, the decline in 
trade last year amounted to $250,000,000, the defierf 
was $350,000,000, and the deficit this year it ex¬ 
pected to be at least $ 150.000.000, while there were 
.21,000 bankruptcies in 1932—and wages are re¬ 
puted to be the lowest in the European industrial 
world. 

Perhapa before Muaaolmi hat ruled Italy for 
another ten years Europe may have undergone many 

changea. ....

In order to clear up a misunder¬ 
standing regarding the defaulting of 
the Beavers ln th# intermediate A 
British Columbia basketball play-offs 
I wish to state that I did not default 
the Beavers. I consulted with the 
executive of the British Columbia 
Basketball Association, available, and 
did everything possible to make other 
arrangement*. 

They war* Impossible to make for 
th# following reaeons: 

1. On December 30. 1883. I sent out 
a tentative schedule of Intermediate 
A playoffs which called for tha island 
winner to be in Vancouver on March 
10. The schedule was not altered 
by Island officials, and tha island 
knew it had to be finished In time 
to have lta winner ln Vancouver 
March 10. 

2. The Kootenay va. Interior semi¬ 
final waa arranged for March lfl tn 
Penticton, the coast winner to be ln 
Penticton on March 17 for the final.
